FAKM HORSE AND DRAFT HORSE. 



RAISING COLTS ON THE FARM 



A DUtlnrtlnn Tlmt K armpn uid H r««1 • rw

The farm hone needs a pastern of dif- 
ferent sh.ipe from that of the draft borae 
pToper. The pastern has an important 
office to perforin. The bones serve to 
throw the tendon of the foot wbicb runs 
over them farther from the eeuter of 
motion, and more than this, act as springs 
to prevent concussion and absorb motion 
which with unusually short and straight 
pasterns is passed on to the npper por 
tions of the limlis and shoulders. Hence 
the easy, springy, elastic motion depends 
mostly upon the length and obliqueness 
of the pastern The dray horse needs 
little of this sort of motion. He is not 
required to go faster than •» walk, and 
short, strong pasterns are preferred to 
long springy ones. Hat we mast think 
something of the horse* kept on the 
farms Farmers are liegitining to study 
this matter, which in the past has been 
greatly neglected. Wo have reached a 
jxiinl where we are forced to stndy it 
for upon the |Mistern depends to a great 
extent the wearing qualities of the farm 
er s norso. 

For instance, the other day I hap 
pened to he driving a team of grade 
draft mares to the Imggy One mare 
hud two crosses of imported draft blond 
m her veins, the other but one As they 
trotted along it was very easy to see 
which had the greater amount of draft 
blood siinplv by obeurving the top of the 
collar The feet of the "three fourths 
mare struck the ground with a thud 
much after the style of a pile driver 
and her pasterns lieing short and up 
right the shock was communicated to 
the entire front quarters, causing the 
collar to jolt up and down on her Des k 
with every step The other mare, an 
aunt of the first one. trotted along with 
scarcely a jar. and the motion of the 
collar consisted entirely in accommo- 
dating itsell to the shifting positions ot 
the shoulders: there was no up and down 
motion ot the collar whatever. 

This mare s pasterns were longer and 
more sloping and performed their duty 
of relieving the upper limlis and sboul 
ders from the* concussion naturally 
caused t»v the fi-et striking the ground 
The one mare went with a "chug-ety 
cling up and down in> lion, the otnet 
smoothly easily and horizontally The 
first mare will pull more, and probably 
wear atmut as well a* the other under 
the conditions which surround the dray 
horse tint she would tint last at all tin 
der the conditions winch obtain on the 
western farm Such a mare should 
never is* driven faster than a walk and 
the t me is not yet when the western 
fanner can afford to keep work mares 
which cannot trot without injunieg

Buy good young fillies or mares of 
which there is good proof that they are 
not sold by eonw one else because thnr 
are poor breeder* or don't breed at all, 
and the heavier the better Breed them 
to the liest stallions within reach Don’t 
hesitate alsmt the stallion fee. as the 
difference between the ts-st and poorest 
is not more than five dollars to eight 
dollars, which is a very slight difference 
between the Inst and |xK>rest colts. After 
breeding the mare work her right along 
carefully, feed well, but never gorge 
A month or • wo before foaling provide 
the mare with a good box stall and small 
yard adjoining. By all means have this 
yard fenced with boards; turn the mare 
loose in the txix stall at nights and in the 
yard days when she is not at work. A 
few days before and after foaling feed 
the mare very light, for fear of scouring 
tlie eolt Watch the colt for a few days 
to sec that it docs not liecouio const 1 pa tecL 
After three or four days, if the colt ap- 
pears all right, gradually raisethe mate's 
feed to alsmt all she will eat up clean. 
When the colt is a week or ten days old 
you may Is-gin working tlie mare. Work 
very carefully for the first few days, and 
do not keep the mare from the colt for 
more than three hours at a time. Do not 
let the colt follow the mare under any 
circumstances, but let him remain in 
tlie ts>x stall until he tiecoine* uses! to 
staying without her. and give him the 
run of the yard also When tlie colt is 
alsmt a month old put a few oats tn the 
In ix and he will wnui learn to eat. Let 
the mare and colt run in the pasture as 
soon as the gra*>s is good Keep them 
along m this way until alsmt a month 
before weaning the colt, then you may 
take the mare out in the morning and 
not return her till night Now gradu- 
ally incteMw* the colt's feed. 

Ill alsmt two or three weeks yon may 
put the mare in with the colt for an lamt 
or two in the evening then take her out 
Atid tie her » »y hersi If. not returning her 
to the colt until the next evening. In 
two or three weeks your colt will bo en- 
tireli aveaned without Lading the shock 
or worrying the mare Let the colt re- 
main in the liox stall or yard, fe**J two 
quarts ol oats twice a day with a bran 
mash at noon three times a week. Feed 
plenty of gtsui hay water three times a 
day and k«**q> salt continually before the 
colt Leave the colt hi the yard in the 
spring till tlie grass is good Now some 
bright morning take tlie colt with an 
older horse to the pasture, bring them 
buck to tlie stable at night. In two or 
three days you may take the eolt to the 
pasture without tlie horse. At night 
take him out u little feed, as this will 
keep luin contented. Bo sure that he 
has found water Now lie may remain 
in the pasture until the grass Is-gins to 
fail, then he should have a few oats un- 
til alsmt the tirst of November or De- 
cember when he should tie taken to a 
yard with an iqs'U »1 k* 1 and lie treated 
s In nit the same as lie was the first win- 
ter During the next year treat him 
something a» yon would your stock cat- 
L'o. letting him run in the (mature dur- 
ing the summer and on blue grass (utsture 
during tbo winter, feeding acme gram 
during storuis Now in regard to break- 
ing my (dan is not to touch the colt 
until I am ready to begin spring work.

H C. II.- My cow has small lumps on 
her udder, which, after two or three 
days, contain a small amount of matter. 
These dry up after three or four days, 
but similar oties follow. Some of these 
lumps are quite small, while others are 
larger. 

Keply— The disease is contagious by 
inoculation and may be carried on the 
hands of the milker from a diseased to a 
healthy cow. It always runs a definite 
course, and unless there is a marked con- 
stitutional disturbance internal remedies 
are unnecessary. If. when milking, the 
hands rupt' re the vesicles, leaving a 
raw. ulcerated surface, the milk should 
be drawn wi'h tubes. The teats may be 
dressed twice daily with ozida ot lino 
ointment.— Breeder’s Qaaetta.

POULTRY AND GARDENING. 



The Two Fit Together Like Roast Lamb 
anil Mint Sauce. 

Along with the poultry raising every 
one should ran a garden, for two rea- 
sons* First, nearly half of the feed for 
the chickens in smuttier comes from the 
garden; and second, the pin 1 try manure 
ought to be sufficient fertilizer fur such 
a garden on ordinary soil. Tite.se are 
two items generally overlooked m poul- 
try raising. It is cheaper to raise the 
ft m m 1 m yutir own gardeu than to buy it, 
and over and above all of this you will 
have nearly enough to supply your own 
table with fresh vegetables all through 
the whole summer. The poultry needs 
green leaves, green food, roots, homes 
ami seeds, ami a great amount of all of 
these can be gathered for them in tho 
garden Where poultry is not kept 
there is a gmit ileal of waste in the gar- 
den. for the green tops of vegetables, 
half grown mots and pt*ls are always 
useless for the table The time spent in 
cultivating the garden might legiti- 
mately be put down as conscientious 
work for the ponltry. At the end of the 
year there would bo so much saving in 
tho cost of favL 

Then the outlay for the garden would 
simply tw for se«*ds, tools. lalsiV and in- 
terest on the land The poultry immure 
we are going to make supply all the for 
tilizing material for the soil The ponltry 
droppings should lie gathered at least 
weekly from the hen roost or the yard 
ami sprinkled over with finednst. The 
liest plan is to take every barrel of this 
mixture ami dump it into a quantity of 
muck gathered from some point near by. 

Mix the two up thoroughly, anti a good 
fertilizer is pnqmred both for spreading 
over the ground ami for dropping in the 
lulls ami rows Tin* poultry manure fur 
nut lies plenty of mineral and heating 
elements wtiile the muck is nch m ni- 
trogenous material, decayed roots and 
plants The danger in using poultry ma- 
nure m the drills amt lulls is that too 
much will tic pot m so that the seeds 
will is* hurtled up but when it is thor 
oughlv mixed with muck this danger is 
partly removed

If a ewe has fat on her riba and udder* 
full of milk she will own her hunt** nine- 
ty nine times out ot a hundred, and this 
remark will hold good even with young 
Merino, coming with latuL* for the first 0 
time 

Where many la mix* come in the same 
p*?n at the same time, young ewes fre- 
quently get coufus***! and lo**e their 
lumbs. but when a system of marking 
each lamb at birth and its mother with 
the same mark is used, ami a few stalls 
are fitted up for bay. gram and water 
where tile ewe un*l lamb can bo confined 
apart from the others, this difficulty 
Will lie overcome 

When a ewe disowns her lamb it is in 
most every cu so l.'cause she has very 
little milk, and nature teaches her to 
look out for iimutiei one 

Many people do not realize when a 
sheep is tluii in tho winter or spring, 
simply because of the heavy covering of 
wool that covers up sharp angles to 
some degree, and think it doesn't need 
much care and fc*xi. hilt can get tho pnn- 
ci|*al part of its living as a sort of all 
around scavenger but tho fact is that 
uo animal will so quickly ami surety 
repay the thoughtful owner in cash for 
his careful attention and liberal allow 
Mice of the t.-st water, hay and gram, 
and uo annual will tm a poorer invest- 
ment than a half starved sheep. 

i. for one. never had any trouble in 
lambing because my ewes were too fat. 

I once had the misfortiiue to fatten 
for uiutton fifty obi Merino ewes that 
had all taken the ram. although un- 
known tome I raised forty -uiue lam lx* 
ami the ewes were about as fat as corn 
and alfalfa hay could make them at the 
time they dropped, and I kept them ho 
until green grit*.* came, the lambs grow- 
ing meantime full as fast as they would 
have i lone iij.m grass 

Nature very seldom makes a mistake, 
and a strong, healthy, fat awe will guard 
her lamb as carefully as a mother will 
her child. If a man can't afford to feed 
two sheep well, let him keep but one.—
